"The prisoner is a well developed 


man, apparently free from constitu- 
tional ailments of a physicial nature, 
and with none of the 
usual facial 


characteristics of the moral pervert, «f 
which he Is the taost pronounced In 
nature I have ever seen. He in not a 
sexual pervert however. In my opin- 
ion he is guilty of the murders. 
I 


found one depression on th« frontal 
bone lust above the right frontal emi- 
nence, which may have been caused 
by a kick from a colt as the prisoner 
avers. There Is another depression in 
the region of the 
ocelpito-pa,riet*l 


suture, which may have been, and 
probably was caused by a fall from 
p. porch, as th* prisoner 
alleges. 


Neither of the Injuries, in my opinion 
however, would render the prisoner ir 
responsible nor deprive him of the 
knowledge of right from wrong. There

right and left *ide» of the face, and
